It is enco-jraslnsf to hesr that \Vi-con-.n 


is enioyine a declining incidence o: tuber- 
culos-s and that the average stay in the 
hospital for TB treatment is shorter than in 
the past. The fact that the State Depart- 
ment of Health is asking for less money 
this year for sanatorium operation is evi- 
dence that we have been making jalr.s in 
the war on TB. 


It also is quite significant that less 


money is needed for treatment of patients 
with this disease than formerly in spite of 
the fsct that per capita patient costs are in- 
creasing. Persons suffering from tubercu- 
losis are provided sanatorium care without 
charge under state law. The state itself 
contributes about S21 a week for county 
patients in county ssnatoriums and pays 
the entire cost of patients who do not have 


ic^al settlement in sny county. It is ex- 
pected total patient weeks of care in Wis- 
crn-m institutions will fail below 40 000 a 
year curing the next tv.o years which 
would mean a reduction of about one-third 
from the level of a few years ago. 


While this i^ tzood nev.>. from a health 


and a financial standpoint, it should not 
be forgotten that the gams made in the 
struggle against tuberculosis came about 
because of a thorough program of discover- 
ing tuberculosis and bringing about early 
care. This part of the program not only 
should be continued but stepped up if pos- 
sible. In fact, if this phase of the program 
is neglected we shortly will be back to 
where we were a few years ago. The good 
news should not permit us to relax for a 
second our visilance against this killer. 


Picking College Students 


The prospective college student has 


been thoroughly indoctrinated about the 
difficulty of getting into not only the col- 
lege of his choice but any college at all. His 
high school record, the recommendation of 
his principal and college entrance exams 
have been the Big Three for gaining admit- 
tance. 


Now. ss the number of students apply- 


ing for college mounts and drop-outs and 
failures do too. college authorities are be- 
ginning to doubt that freshmen are ably 
picked. 


A few weeks ago one group severely 


criticized the scholarship program in the 
nation, alleging that a handful of name 
colleges were skimming the cream of aca- 
demically able students. The same group 
raised doubts as to the reliability of high 
school grades or college entrance exams. 


Dr. Edward Eddy, p r e s i d e n t of 


Chatham College, in Pittsburgh, has made 
similar charges. "If there e\er was a time 
•when the individual could become the vic- 
tim of a system, that time is almost tip^n 
us." he said, and predicted that "homogen- 
ized and 
pasteurized"' c-^lcze student 


bodies would result from the present way 
of picking the students who ha\ e conf^rm- 
ed rather frantically to the criteria set up 
to choose them for college. The questions 
that should be asked, said Dr. Eddy are 
"has the candidate ever be-rn identified 
•with unpopular but worthwhile causes?" 
snd '"has the candidate ever cnr.e anything 
which is truly individual, distinctive, cre- 
ative?"' 


The trouble is that, once such q-;c-it:ons 


are asked, high school students will be ^o 
creative and ind.virlualistic there will be 
no living with then":. There will be no such 
thing as an '"unpopular but wcrtrr.vhile 


cause" because the line will form to the 
right. As one college admissions director 
said last summer, his college would not 
spell out its entrance requirements be- 
cause they would be sure to get an over- 
whelming number of qualified applicants 
whether their requirements were four 
years of conversational Latin or a short 
course in raising chickens. The students 
and the high schools will conform because 
they feel they must. 


Pan. of the problem, and one that is not 


easily dispelled, is the competition for the 
"prestige"' colleges rattier than an insti- 
tution which fits the student. This is un- 
derstandable: the name colleges have 
earned their prestige. But today they are 
not that much better than a host of un- 
pubhcized colleges and universities. As 
Dr. Eddy emphasized, this notion of pres- 
tice "has helped to weaken the concept of 
lcdrn;r.2 for learning's sake and makes a 
farce of some of our truly worthy academic 
endeavors."' The very human reaction 
among secondary schools, whether private 
or public, has been to ?ce how many stu- 
cf-ms get accepted at the prestige colleges 
ra'her than to ascertain how well they do 
in whatever college they find themselves. 


Here. tno. the college authorities are 


beginning to back away from deciding how 
well a student does. Education is an indi- 
vidual matter, with certain basic require- 
ir.er.'s for any collese course, but in the 
i^nr; run. it is the individual student's re- 
action, development and progress over the 
en"ire course of his life that determines 
hiv.- successful has been his school >ears 
ar.d the gu.dar.ce of parents and school 
au'honties. However, the trend 01 looking 
for a few mavericks is a healthy one and 
should help to balance the understandable 
reliance uson cor.formr.v.
